When  the  National  Health  Act  came  into  force  the  ambulance  service 
was  taken  over  by  the  County  Council.  Chesterfield  is  now  the  central 
depot  (Tel.  No.  4141). 

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE  AND  CLINICS

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

WATER 

The  quantity  of  water  supplied  to  the  Clowne  Rural  District  is 
limited  and  unless  additional  supplies  are  obtained  the  625,000  gallons 
per  day  already  obtained  from  INIanton  Colliery  will  only  allow  for 
100  more  houses  to  be  built  in  the  area,  although  there  are  971  appli- 
cants waiting  for  new  Council  houses. 

I understand  an  agreement  with  the  N.C.B.  only  guaranteed  550,000 
gallons  per  day  and  the  supply  could  at  any  time  be  cut  down  by 
75,000  gallons.  1 he  position  is  very  serious. 

1 he  quality  ol  the  water  is  satisfactory. 

1 he  chlorinating  plant  is  at  Ilodthorpe  Pumping  Station  but  was 
not  in  action  during  1949. 

25  bacteriological  and  10  chemical  samples  were  taken  and  all 
were  satisfactory. 

I he  water  is  not  plumbo-solvant. 

Bacteriological  samples  are  taken  in  each  Parish  every  quarter  and 

1 !e  smuce  at  Man  ton  Colliery  once  a month  and  show  B Coli 
absent  in  oO  mil. 


I regret  that  the  Council  have  been  unable  to  obtain  an  increased 
bulk  supply  of  water  from  the  National  Coal  Board.  The  need  for  an 
increased  and  plentiful  supply  of  wholesome  water  still  remains  and 
will  become  more  urgent  as  time  passes., 

It  is  gratifying  that  the  mains  extension  to  Elmton  will  be  expedited 
to  afford  an  improved  supply  of  water  to  those  elevated  parts  of  the 
District. 


Mains  water  has  been  piped  to  isolated  groups  of  farms  and  cottages 
in  the  north  side  of  Whitwell  Common.  New  mains  and  incidental 
works  have  been  completed  to  service  the  new  houses  in  each  parish.

The  number  of  houses  completed  by  the  Council  is  less  than  in  1948 
owing  to  difficulties  in  obtaining  sites  at  Whitwell  and  Barlborough.

INDIVIDUAL  UNFIT  HOUSES 

Nine  individually  unfit  houses  have  been  dealt  with  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936. 

Undertakings  were  accepted  by  the  Council  in  two  cases  to  dis- 
continue the  use  of  the  premises  for  human  habitation.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

CLEAN  FOOD  CAMPAIGNS— M.F.  CIRCULAR  12/49 

Food  preparation  establishments  have  been  visited  regularly  and 
the  proprietors  and  staff  have  been  instructed  on  the  principles  of 
clean  food  production. 
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In  most  of  the  premises  concerned  the  managements  have  readily 
conceded  to  suggestions  made  and  improvements  asked  for  have  been 
immediately  put  in  hand  even  to  the  extent  of  costly  major  structural 
alterations.  It  is  most  gratifying  to  lind  such  a ready  response  and  I 
feel  that  confidence  is  being  fostered  by  this  continual  personal  contact 
with  the  Food  Traders  of  the  community. 

All  slaughtering  of  animals,  except  pigs  and  emergency  slaughtering, 
takes  place  at  the  Chesterfield  Abattoir.

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PREVAILANCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES 


Scarlet  fever. 

124  cases  were  notified  compared  with  37  in  1948.  The  incidence 
remained  normal  until  September  when  an  outbreak  occurred  in  the 
village  of  Creswell.  The  disease  was  mild  in  character  and  was  spread 
by  direct  infection  mostly  in  Creswell  Junior  School.  Towards  the 
end  of  the  year  the  infection  spread  to  the  parishes  of  Clowne  and 
Whitwell.  In  Whitwell  the  type  of  haemolytic  streptoccocci  was  type  1, 
while  in  Creswell  and  Clowne  it  was  type  12. 

Diphtheria. 

No  cases  occurred.  This  is  due  to  the  efforts  made  to  immunise 
children  in  the  area.  School  children  are  immunised  by  the  County 
School  doctors  and  infants  by  either  their  own  doctor  or  at  the  Infant 
Welfare  Clinics. 

In  order  to  prevent  any  danger  of  contracting  diphtheria  it  is  recom- 
mended that  children  be  immunised  at  1,  5 and  1 1 years  of  age.  During 
this  year  199  toddlers  and  47  school  children  had  injections. 

Poliomyelitis. 

4 suspected  cases  were  sent  into  hospital  and  3 were  subsequently 
confirmed.  Two  were  in  Clowne  parish,  one  aged  3 and  the  other 
aged  7 years,  and  one  in  Whitwell  aged  3 years.  Only  one  case  was 
severe. 

Food  Poisoning. 

One  case  was  notified,  a baby  of  3 months  fed  on  National  Dried 
Milk.  I was  unable  to  obtain  a specimen  of  the  dried  milk  as  some 
time  had  elapsed  before  I was  notified  from  the  hospital  and  the  milk 
had  been  used.  The  child  recovered. 

Measles  and  Whooping  Cough.

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II.  HOUSING 

(a)  General 

During  the  year  116  houses  were  completed  and  let  by  the  Council 
and  10  houses  were  built  by  private  enterprise  for  owner  occupation. 

The  number  of  houses  completed  by  the  Council  during  the  year 
is  less  than  that  of  1948,  due  entirely  to  the  difficulties  in  obtaining 
sites  at  Whitwell  and  Barlborough. 

At  the  close  of  the  year,  26  houses  and  18  bungalows  were  in  course 
of  construction  and  tenders  for  the  erection  of  a further  62  were  let. 
With  the  completion  of  the  19  dwellings  at  the  Bevin  Hostel,  Creswell, 
under  Circular  20/46  your  Council  are  housing  89  families  in  Creswell 
and  18  families  at  Southgate  Hutted  Camp. 

Your  Council  after  an  inspection  of  Southgate  Hutted  Camp  early 
in  the  year  were  dissatisfied  with  the  conditions  prevailing  there. 
Whilst  every  possible  comfort  and  amenity  were  installed,  including 
the  provision  of  hot  and  cold  water,  baths,  sinks  and  up  to  date  cooking 
facilities,  it  was  realised  that  these  are  only  incidental  to  a complete 
and  permanent  home.  It  was  decided  therefore,  that  no  further  huts 
should  be  let  and  that  as  they  become  vacant  they  should  be  demolished. 
It  was  visualised  by  this  method  that  the  camp  would  gradually  empty 
and  be  closed  down  when  all  the  tenants  have  been  suitably  rehoused. 

Conditions  at  the  Bevin  Hostel  are  better.  These  buildings  are  of  a 
semi-permanent  nature  and  lend  themselves  to  a more  complete 
dwelling  but  even  here  it  must  be  realised  that  clav  block  external 
walls  fall  far  short  of  satisfactory  weather  resisting  protection  and 
provision  in  planning  must  be  made  for  the  permanent  rehousing  of 
these  tenants  as  soon  as  possible. 

After  lengthy  negotiation,  the  unsatisfactory  method  of  metering 
the  electricity  for  lighting  purposes  at  the  Bevin  Hostel  is  being  re- 
placed by  the  installation  of  new  mains,  wires  and  individual  house 
meters,  thus  enabling  each  householder  to  control  the  consumption 
of  electricity  of  his  own  dwelling. 

Little  advantage  has  been  taken  of  the  provisions  laid  down  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health  communication  dated  27th  June  with  reference  to 
Licensing  Ceilings.  One  application  only  has  been  received  and  granted 
for  the  conversion  and  the  making  habitable  of  premises  which  were 
not  suitable  for  human  habitation. 

I he  Housing  Act  1949  provided  some  useful  additional  powers  and 
in  particular,  as  it  concerns  my  Department,  the  improvement  of 
houses  by  means  of  substantial  grants  from  Local  Authorities. 

Again  little  advantage  is  being  taken  of  these  grants.  The  reasons 
may  be  (1)  private  owners  are  not  familiar  with  the  provisions  of  this 
pait  ol  the  Act  or  (2)  that  the  high  cost  of  bringing  property  up  to  the 
standard  recommended  in  the  Report  of  the  Standards  of  fitness  for 
Habitation,  ol  the  Central  Housing  Advisory  Committee.  The  latter 
would  appear  to  be  the  reason  in  the  District  controlled  by  your  Council. 
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(b)  Council  Houses 

The  Council  now  owns  1,072  houses  and  controls  107  temporary 
dwellings. 

Of  the  essential  repairs  which  were  scheduled  in  1948  for  considera- 
tion by  your  Council  last  year,  38  houses  in  Mill  Crescent  were  complet- 
ely overhauled  externally  with  the  exception  of  painting. 

An  analysis  of  the  completed  repairs  by  contract  to  Council  house 
property  is  shown  on  the  table  below,  some  of  which  were  carried  over

(c)  Privately  Owned  Houses 

Privately  owned  dwelling  houses  are  being  kept  in  a reasonable 
state  of  repair  despite  the  increased  cost  in  building  materials  and 
labour.  A Summary  of  the  work  of  repair  carried  out  after  service 
of  notices  will  be  found  in  Appendiz  A at  the  end  of  this  report.  This 
in  by  no  means  a complete  record  of  work  carried  out  by  the  private 
landlord  as  much  of  the  work  is  done  without  recourse  to  an  appeal  to 
the  Health  Authority. 

No  legal  proceedings  have  been  taken  in  respect  of  statutory  notices 
served  during  the  year. 

III.  WATER  SUPPLIES 
(a)  Council  Water  Supply 

The  purity  of  the  water  supplies  in  the  Clowne  Rural  District 
continues  to  give  every  satisfaction  as  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
has  stated  earlier  in  this  report. 

The  vigour  with  which  your  Council  have  pursued  its  housing 
programme  and  the  conversion  of  earth  closets  to  a water  carriage 
system  has  made  further  serious  inroads  into  the  water  which  was 
being  made  available  for  certain  trade  purposes.  At  this  point  may 
I draw  your  attention  to  my  remarks  in  last  year’s  Annual  Report  with 
reference  to  the  need  for  an  increased  bulk  supply  of  water  from  Manton 
Colliery.  With  the  lack  of  assurance  of  such  an  increase,  the  situation 
is  becoming  extremely  serious  and  if  no  such  assurance  is  given,  the 
scheme  which  the  Council  have  in  hand  to  bring  an  increased  supply 
to  the  District,  cannot  materialise. 

' The  Elmton  Mains  Extension  scheme  has  been  contracted  for,  and 
after  helpful  co-operation  of  the  Ministries  concerned,  an  earlier 
start  will  be  made  than  was  anticipated.

Your  Council  satisfied  long  standing  complaints  and  wants  of  the 
occupants  of  the  3 cottages  and  3 dairy  farms  in  Gipsy  Hill  Lane 
during  the  year.  Some  of  these  premises  were  without  water  supplies 
entirely  and  others  were  bacteriologically  unsatisfactory.  Some  difficulty 
was  experienced  in  obtaining  the  necessary  pipes  and  plants  but  after 
these  obstacles  had  been  surmounted  the  whole  operation  of  laying  one 
mile  of  service  was  completed  in  three  weeks. 

New  mains  and  incidental  works  have  been  completed  to  service 
116  new  houses  on  the  housing  sites  in  each  of  the  Parishes. 

Water  connections  to  the  mains  have  been  made  to  the  following

(b)  Private  Water  Supplies 

With  the  provision  of  water  services  from  the  Councils  main  to 
isolated  farms  and  houses,  the  number  of  houses  supplied  by  water 
from  private  sources  is  diminishing.  Whilst  this  is  to  be  encouraged 
under  normal  circumstances,  the  time  is  fast  approaching  when  the 
Council  will  have  to  discriminate  between  the  most  needy  and  urgent 
applications  for  a supply  of  water  from  the  Council. 

Bacteriological  examination  of  the  supplies  of  water  to  Creswell 
and  Belph  controlled  by  the  Welbeck  Estates  Company  were  found 
to  be  satisfactory. 

Isolated  properties  on  the  Bolsover  border  are  supplied  with  a pure 
and  wholesome  water  from  the  Chesterfield  and  Bolsover  Water  Board. 

With  the  dwindling  of  the  Councils  water  reserves  may  I refer  to 
my  notes  on  soft  water  cisterns  contained  in  my  last  Annual  Report. 

1 he  majority  of  the  older  houses  in  this  District  already  have  installed 
soft  water  cisterns.  Many  of  them,  I know  are  in  a poor  state  of  repair 
and  the  means  of  drawing  the  water  from  them  is  difficult.  Nevertheless, 
this  invaluable  source  of  water,  economic  in  its  demand  on  soap,  and 
pleasant  to  use  for  personal  washing,  should  not  be  disregarded  and 
owners  and  occupiers  are  urged  to  make  it  usable  and  readily  available. 


IV.  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 
(a)  Organisation  and  Staff 

* sewers  and  sewage  disposal  plants  are  attended  to  by  a staff 
o rout  men.  I hree  plants  at  Barlborough  and  three  small  plants  at 
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Clowne  are  attended  to  by  one  man.  The  larger  plants  at  Clovvne  and 
Creswell  have  a man  each,  Whitwell  and  Hodthorpe  are  attended  by 
one  other. 

(b)  General 

Flooding  in  various  parts  of  the  District  engaged  the  attention  of 
your  Council.  Those  parts  most  seriously  affected  are  Elmton  Road, 
Creswell.  Station  Road,  Whitwell  and  Church  Lane,  Clowne. 

During  a storm  in  Creswell  the  surface  water  sewer  overflows  into 
the  foul  sewers  which  are  not  capable  of  dealing  with  the  excess,  and 
the  combined  effluents  flow  out  under  the  manhole  covers  with  con- 
sequent fouling  of  the  roads  and  pavements. 

The  flooding  in  Whitwell  is  frequent  during  even  the  less  severe 
storms  due  to  the  total  inadequacy  of  the  sewer  from  Whitwell  Square 
and  along  Station  Road.  This  sewer  has  to  deal  with  the  effluents  from 
High  Street,  Hangar  Hill  and  the  drainage  areas  in  Bakestone  Moor 
which  embrace  the  new  housing  estates  there.  No  means  exist  for  the 
disposal  of  road  surface  water  except  by  the  existing  foul  water  sewers. 

Whilst  the  need  for  remedying  this  complaint  is  urgent,  any  scheme 
which  is  put  forward  must  necessarily  be  bound  up  in  the  proposed  new 
housing  sites. 

Serious  flooding  in  Clowne  occurs  at  the  junction  of  Church  Lane 
and  Ringer  Lane.  This  was  due  to  insufficient  means  of  disposing  of 
the  road  surface  water.  This  defect  has  now  been  remedied. 

The  sewering  of  each  of  the  Councils  new  housing  estates  progress 
with  the  general  development. 

(i)  Clowne 

(a)  South  East  Drainage 

The  south  east  drainage  area  gravitates  to  the  Disposal  works  at 
Clowne.  These  works  continue  to  give  highly  satisfactory  effluents. 

(b)  South  West  Drainage 

The  south  west  drainage  area  is  served  by  out  of  date  and  dilapidated 
plants  at  John  Street,  West  Lea  and  Cockhouse.  Whilst  these  plants 
deal  mainly  with  sink  wastes  and  surface  water,  much  needs  to  be  done 
to  make  them  efficient.  Your  Council  have  a scheme  in  hand  for  the 
centralising  of  the  treatment  of  sewage  in  this  drainage  area  in  Clowne. 

(ii)  Creswell 

The  whole  of  Creswell  sewage  falls  to  the  out  of  date  Hennymoor 
Sewage  Works.  No  improvement  has  been  effected  and  the  need  for 
an  adequate  sewage  plant  here  is  very  real. 

(iii)  Whitwell 

(a)  Bakestone  Moor  and  Whitwell  Drainage 

These  modern  works  continue  to  give  highly  satisfactory  results. 
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(b)  Hodthorpe  Drainage 

These  works  are  giving  a fair  effluent  but  the  continued  ponding 
of  the  filter  bed  here  indicates  an  overloaded  plant. 

(c)  Whitwell  Common  Drainage 

These  works  deal  with  sink  wastes  only. 

(iv)  Barlborough 

This  parish  falls  into  several  drainage  area,  the  main  plant  being 
situated  near  the  village.  These  works  are  in  a poor  state  of  repair, 
although  the  principle  of  sewage  disposal  is  quite  modern. 

V.  CLEANSING  AND  SALVAGE 
(a)  Organisation 

With  the  continual  expansion  of  your  District  it  is  becoming  in- 
creasingly difficult  to  maintain  a 7 day  refuse  collection  service  with 
the  existing  freighters. 

It  has  been  necessary  therefore  to  make  a lorry  available  to  assist 
to  bring  each  Parish  collection  within,  at  the  most,  a 10  day  collection 
service.  There  are  9 ashmen  and  2 drivers  on  the  regular  bin  collection 
service  using  two  freighters,  and  3 ashmen  and  1 driver  using  1 lorry 
to  assist. 

Pails  and  privies  are  attended  by  1 driver  and  2 labourers  and  ces- 
spools are  emptied  quarterly  by  the  same  crew. 

The  following  is  a comparative  analysis  indicating  slight  loss  oi 
collection  brought  about  by  the  44  hour,  5 day  week.

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(b)  Salvage 

The  value  of  salvage  collected  during  the  year  has  dropped  due  to 
the  lack  of  support  given  to  Local  Authorities  by  the  Board  of  Trade. 
It  was  rather  unfortunate  for  your  Council  that  after  a most  vigorous 
drive  to  increase  salvage  collections,  in  particular  waste  paper,  it  was 
announced  that  the  bonus  for  increased  waste  paper  collections  would 
be  reduced.  There  has  been  an  obvious  slackening  of  enthusiasm 
due  no  doubt  to  the  relaxation  of  controls,  the  householder  being  no 
longer  subject  to  discipline  so  necessary  in  times  of  emergency. 

In  some  Districts  the  pre  war  “Burn  your  refuse”  slogan  is  appearing 
again,  but  I feel  it  unwise  to  adopt  this  policy  yet.  The  waste  paper 
organisations  and  the  Board  Mills  are  still  asking  for  wraste  paper.

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VII.  PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT  1936, 


Complaints,  Conversions  and  General  Inspections 
(a)  General 

During  the  year  302  complaints  have  been  received  and  2,892 
inspections  made  investigating  and  abating  nuisances.  I regret  I am 
unable  to  report  any  marked  increase  of  voluntary  repairs  as  was 
anticipated  on  the  raising  of  the  licensing  ceiling.  The  governing  factor 
is  no  longer  licensing,  but  the  cost  of  repairs  in  relation  to  uneconomic 
fixed  rents. 

146  informal  notices  were  sent  during  the  year  and  82  statutory 
notices. 


(b)  Conversions  of  Pail  Closets  and  Privy  Middens 


The  conversions  of  Pail  Closets  and  privy  middens  continued  during 
the  year  with  a greater  drive  than  in  the  previous  two  years.

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VIII.  INFECTION  AND  DISINFECTION 

Routine  enquiries  were  made  into  126  cases  of  notifiable  infectious 
sickness  and  149  visits  were  made  in  consequence  of  notification. 

The  latter  part  of  the  year  was  marked  by  a sharp  increase  in  the 
number  of  Scarlet  Fever  cases  in  the  Parishes  of  Whitwell  and  Creswell 
and  this  is  enlarged  upon  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  his 
report. 

Disinfection  of  infected  premises  has  been  carried  out  by  fumigation. 

IX.  RODENT  CONTROL 

The  incidence  of  rat  infestation  is  not  high  in  your  District.  Im- 
mediate action  is  taken  on  receipt  of  complaints  and  appropriate 
measures  taken  after  investigation. 

1'he  Ministry  of  Food  organized  a most  successful  feature  for  each 
village  during  the  year,  in  the  form  of  a film  show.  The  Pest  Act  1949, 
has  imposed  additional  responsibility  on  your  Council.  This  Act, 
which  will  not  become  operative  until  1950,  is  one  of  the  few  pieces 
of  recent  legislation  in  which  the  District  Council  has  been  given 
powers  which  were  hitherto  wielded  by  a higher  Authority.

X.  INFESTATION  AND  DISINFESTATION 

Few  complaints  have  been  received  about  bed  bugs  infestation 
which  reflect  credit  on  the  householders.  Scrupulous  cleanliness  is 
the  only  means  of  keeping  these  down  particularly  in  the  older  houses. 

Inspection  of  the  District  revealed  no  serious  infestation  of  any  of 
the  other  household  pests  and  taken  on  the  whole,  houses  and  other 
premises  are,  generally  speaking  found  to  be  in  a clean  condition. 

XI.  MEAT  AND  FOOD  INSPECTION 
(a)  Meat  Inspection 

The  number  of  pigs  being  killed  in  your  District  is  increasing  and 
the  time  allocated  for  this  work  has  increased  in  direct  proportion. 
It  is  incumbent  upon  this  Authority  that  these  inspections  be  carried 
out  efficiently  by  the  qualified  staff.  Certain  routine  inspections  of 
the  District  which  otherwise  might  be  neglected  are  being  carried 
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out  by  the  junior  member  of  my  staff.  204  visits  were  made  to  the 
slaughter  house,  9,424  pigs  were  examined  and  4 tons  2 cwts.  32i  lbs. 
of  meat  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consumption.

(c)  Cafes,  Restaurants  and  Canteens 

There  are  eight  cafes,  ten  restaurants  and  24  social  industrial  and 
school  canteens  on  the  register.  One  new  Cafe  has  been  opened  during 
the  year  and  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  Department’s  advice  as  to 
the  siting  of  sinks,  placing  of  water  heaters  and  drainage  problems, 
etc.,  was  sought  before  any  work  was  commenced.  This  co-operation 
on  the  part  of  traders  is  appreciated  in  securing  a higher  standard  of 
food  hygiene.  Regular  inspections  of  food  preparing  premises  have  been 
made  during  the  year  and  in  only  one  case  was  a contravention  found, 
ami  this  was  immediately  rectified  during  the  inspection. 
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(d)  Ice  Cream 

The  consumption  of  ice  cream  in  the  District  continues  to  mount, 
and  at  the  end  of  the  year  seven  premises  were  registered  under  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  for  the  sale  and  storage  of  ice  cream  and 
of  this  number  two  premises  were  also  registered  for  the  manufacture 
of  ice  cream.  It  is  satisfactory  to  note,  the  bulk  of  ice  cream  sold  in  the 
District  is  pre-packed,  and  the  public  are  showing  a proper  and  ready 
discrimination  for  those  manufacturers  and  retailers  whose  products 
are  stored  in  and  served  from  the  high  class  conserving  cabinets  now 
being  made  readily  available  to  the  trade. 

Two  samples  of  ice  cream  were  taken  for  analysis  by  the  County 
Sampling  Officer  for  fat  content  determination,  in  accordance  with 
Circular  M.F.3/49.  In  one  case  fat  content  was  deficient  and  the  man- 
ufacturer was  visited  and  requested  to  amend  the  mix  accordingly. 

(e)  Dairies 

2 premises  have  been  registered  as  dairies  during  the  year. 

6 samples  of  raw  milk  have  been  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination,  and  of  this  number,  two  did  not  satisfy  the  Coliform 
test.  The  dealer  concerned  has  ceased  to  trade  in  raw  milk  and  is 
supplied  with  bottled  milk  from  a central  depot  in  Sheffield. 

One  farm  has  been  reconditioned  to  conform  to  T.  T.  standard, 
one  new  dairy  has  been  provided  and  additional  ventilation  has  been 
put  in  another. 


XII.  WORKPLACES 

(a)  Factories  Act  1937 

The  Clowne  branch  of  the  firm  of  Hosiery  Manufacturers  I under- 
stand are  to  increase  the  size  of  their  premises.  There  are  now  38 
factories  registered. 

(b)  Bakehouses 

The  six  bakehouses  in  the  District  have  been  regularly  inspected  and 
no  serious  contraventions  were  found. 

(c)  Shops 

Two  multiple  shops  in  the  District  have  now  installed  additional 
separate  lavatory  accommodation  for  the  use  of  their  female  employees. 
One  notice  has  been  served  to  provide  similar  accommodation  for 
female  employees  in  a grocery  store. 

XIII.  MISCELLANEOUS 
(a)  Storage  of  Petroleum 

20  Licenses  were  issued  for  the  storage  of  21,800  gallons  of  petrol. 
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One  new  garage  in  the  parish  of  Whitwell  is  in  course  of  erection, 
and  two  new  tanks  of  500  gallons  capacity  have  been  placed  in  position 
on  open  coal  rites  under  this  Departments  supervision. 

(b)  Caravans 

During  the  year  a number  of  caravans  have  passed  through  the 
District  stopping  for  two  or  three  days  at  a time.  The  police  have 
given  valuable  assistance  in  keeping  them  under  observation  until 
removed.
